Roy Cochran of Shelby county 
was formally arraigned 
before 
Judge Will M. Sparks this morn­ 
ing on a charge of first degree 
murder. He entered a plea of 
not guilty . The murder trial is 
one brought to the Rush circuit 
court on a charge of venue from 
Shelby county where 
Cochran 
was indicted by the Shelby coun­ 
ty grand‘jury . 
Cochran is alleged to 
have 
shot his wife through the abdo­ 
men during a quarrel. Mrs. Coch­ 
ran died later at the Major hos­ 
pital and the murder indictment 
followed the investigation. 
The 
trial date was changed 
today 
from Monday , May 6, to Tuesday . 
May 7. The first date is the day 
for the opening of the new term 
of court. 
Attorney s for Cochran today 
filed with the court a petition 
asking Judge Sparks to appoint 
a member of the Rush county 
bar association to assist Coch­ 
ran ’s attorney in the 
defense. 
The petition set out th at Coch­ 
ran was unable to pay for such 
services and asked that the costs 
be assessed against Shelby coun­ 
ty . The court took the petition 
under advisement. 
In the case of the state versus 
Clarence E. Brown, the attorney 
for Brown today filed a motion 
to require the state to elect on 
which count it would proceed 
and also filed a motion to quash 
all five counts contained in an 
affidavit filed by Russell 
Tits- 
worth, prosecuting attorney , af­ 
ter the court had upheld the 
quash motion in the original in­ 
dictment.

charged Brown with embezzle­ 
m ent and larceny in the sum of 
over $28 ,000. The affidavit filed bv

The girl is unable to hear any

air, eye witnesses said the alti- 
tude at no time was more than 
several hundred feet. 


"My husband told me he had 


a strong wind and had'to buck 
it," Mrs. Foote said, "his onlj 
chance 
was 
to keep going 


straight ahead and he could not 
turn around to get back to the 
field because of the heavy wind. 
He said the two motors were not 
sufficient to hold up the plane." 


Mrs. Foote said the pilot asked 


repeatedly whether any of his 
passengers were injured. She 
told him all escaped unhurt. 


Mrs. Foote said her husband 


had received a fracture of the 
skull, concussion of the brain 
and a broken hip. 
'The crash has 
only been 


equalled in the number of victims 
by one other accident in the his- 
tory of heavier-than-air opera- 
tion.

HELPING THE CONSUMER. 


Every retail dealer in some degree appreci- 


ates the importance of helping the consumer in 
the selection of the product he buys. And ye- 
in many instances that degree is very small. It 
can scarcely be compared - so thinks a ceitam 
type of dealers - with merely selling the pro- 
.duct to the consumer. 


It is nothing short of false assumption,^ un- 


sound and untrustworthy, to believe that merely 
selling the consumer constitutes effective sales- 
manship. 
Efforts of that kind, it is true may 


dispose of a lot of goods, but it docs not sell 
them 
Unless the consumer has the desire to 


buy them, resales are impossible and the busi- 
ness is a failure. 


The only alternative is for the retail dealer 


to create a customer demand for his merchan- 
dise through advertising. In no other way can 
he insure his business against loss. 


Advertising is as much a basic part of the 


retail business as is buying and direct sales- 
manship. It is not something that can be re- 
garded as an cxpcnac to be curtailed to the 
minimum. 
It is a creative 
influence 
which 


more than any other agency 
after the merit 


of the products, determines the extent of the 
consumer demand. 


Too often the dealer thinks of his adver- 


tising as a clever means of impressing his cus- 
tomers with the desirability of buying his, goods, 
and he docs enough to accomplish that effect, 
and then expects, his salespeople to sell the 
goods. This is a mistaken use of advertising and 
it quickly reacts unfavorably. 


It is the business of the dealer to provide 


the goods the public demands. He would be fool- 
ish to do otherwise, and would soon cease to be 
a dealer. 
It is also a part of his business to 


make buying easy for his customers by keeping 
them informed on the quality and merit of the 
goods he has for sale. 


AN ATTACK ON THE BILLBOARDS. 


A new attack on the outdoor billboard, which 


disfigures the'landscape along nearly every public 
lie road in our country, is launched by Thomas 
H. MacDonald, head of the Bureau of Public 


Roads, in his report to the secretary of agricul- 
ture.Mr. McDonald offers a new way of eliminating 
this nuisance. 
He would have congress enact 


legislation so that billboards would be prohibited 
along any road constructed with the aid of fed- 
eral funds. Since the mileage of roads so cou- 
structedv grows greater each year,- such a step, 
would have a very wide effect. 


The case against billboards is comprehen- 


sively stated by Mr. MacDonald. 


To begin with, he points out that the value 


of the road markers and direction and danger 
signals erected along public highways often de- 
preciated by advertising blasts put close to tnem. 


-In many cases," Ire says, -such advertise- 


ments contain misleading information with re- 
gard to intermediate distances on the highway 
and the condition of the road ahead, which is 
belied in less obstrusive fashion .by the public 
signs. 
To the extent that they obscure or con- 


tradict or direct attention from the proper road 
signs, these sign-boards are a positive hindrance 
and menace to the travelling public." 


But after all, there are 
stronger, if 
less 


utilitarian reasons, for demanding removal of the 
billboards, and Mr. MacDonald summarizes them 
thus: 
i 


"Designedly placed where they will receive 


the utmost attention, they frequently obscure or 
mar attractive roadside views and so detract 
from the pleasurable use of the highways. ... To 
come upon these glatant 
commercial appeals 


high on the face of a. majestic cliff, marring a 
mountainside, or completely obscuring a beauti- 
ful vista, awakens a sense of their utter in- 
congruity. 


"In practically all cases these roadside ad- 


vertisements merely repeat in the same form ap- 
peals that arc made quite properly and insistent- 
ly through other agencies. 
They arc unnecded 


by the public and of doubtful value to the adver- 
tisers. Their disfigurement of the landscape is 
a national disgrace." 


That just about says it. If Mr. MacDonald's 


suggestions can be adopted, the whole motoring 
public — which means all of us — will be the 
gainer.

boasted within the family circle 
that if he were defeated lie would 
be appointed to the cabinet and 
that everyone within the family 
circles would then have a. job in 
his department.

\ LL the McWhorters, young and 
- old, fell on Uncle Boomboom's 
neck and went out to contribute to 
the campaign fund of his oppo- 
nent. When the senator was shown 
to have been re-elected, thanks to 
the faithful election officials, they 
decided unanimously that those, 
dollars must not have been spent in 
vain and that they should be cared 
for in any event, but would con- 
sent to the pain of separation in 
case Uncle Boomboom couldn't get 
them all into the same bureau or 
department. 


Senator McWhorter Is by no 


means the first statesman to be 
beset, with such a problem. Most 
statesmen solve it by picking fights 


with their relatives well In ad- 
vance and making them so mad 
that they won't ask for anything.

Dur- 
ing the World war the regiment 
was cited for bravery in the bat- 
tle of Haelon, took part in the 
violent fighting on the Gette and 
Yser, and the big Flanders offen- 
sive with special citation at Bur- 
kel. After the Armistice the regi- 
ment spent a year in the Army 
of Occupation in Germany and 
the Ruhr district. It returned to 
Brussels and took up its position 
as Royal Guard.
